— Arkansas needs small voca- 
vocational - technical schools in 
every section of the state to 
train persons to handle complex 
snd technical jobs, the Arkan- 
sas School Study Council was 
told Tuesday. 


J. C. Ruppert, director or 


trade and industrial education 
for the state Education Depart- 
ment, said most jobs are too 
complex to be learned on the 
job alone. 


He said unprecedented em- 


phasis is being placed by the na- 
tion on vocational education and 
Arkansas has followed the trend 
by establishing trade schools at 
Pine Bluff and Morrilton. Two 
more are authorized. 


Ten such schools, strategical- 


ly located, would put vocational 
education within 60 miles of 90 
per cent of the population, Rup- 
pert said.

America may be among Cuban) 
exiles fighting to see who'll lead 
the war against Fidel Castro. 


The reason: Too many chiefs 


not enough Indians. 


This is an impression gathered 


by this reporter on a four-week, 
1,000-mile inquiry into reports of 
a hew military buildup to bring 
down the Castro regime. 


There is no firm evidence in 


support of these reports. 
; 


A quick, tempting conclusion! 


is that the biggest "buildup"—! 
all vocal—is in Miami, FlaJ 
among the Flagler street CO.HVJJ 
mandos who've been charting 
Castro's downfall for more than; 
three years. 


Central America, however, is 


a big and inviting site for anti- 
Castro training bases. Its 174,- 
000 nearly deserted square miles 
—bigger than California—could 
provide cover for most of Latin- 
America's armed forces. 


And. within its: - five-nation 


group—Guatemala, El Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, and Costa 
Rica — are four governments 
which probably would welcome 
a chance to provide the launch- 
ing pad for a new offensive 
against Castro. Costa Rica is the 
exception. 


A curious aspect of the Cen- 


tral American scene is sharp ev- 
idence among most people of 
more resentment, and even hos- 
tility, toward their own govern- 
ments than toward Castro. This 
is one of the most backward 
areas of Latin America.

Civilian Chiefs 
in Pentagon 
Lose Ground

years and then reappoints the 
chief if he wants to keep him 
longer. 


But the bill has more signifi- 


cant overtones, 
for it stems 


from a belief by some subcom- 
mittee members that there is a 
civilian gag on the military 
chiefs, a gag that could be 
plucked away by the security of 
a four-year term. 


The bill was introduced, in 


fact, after President Kennedy 
had refused to reappoint Adm. 
George W. Anderson for a sec- 


nd two-year term as chief of 
aval operations.

Hoffa Trying 
to Get Back 
Into Fold

WASHINGTON (AP)-James 


R. Hoffa, the tough little giant 
of the labor world, is looking to- 
ward a new try at bringing his 
Teamsters Union back into the 
fold of the AFL-CIO next month. 


But labor sources say his 


chances this year remain about 
the same as they have been 
since the Teamsters were ousted, 
from the AFL-CIO on corruption 
charges in 1957—zero. 


The conditions set by AFL-CIO 


President George Meany for the 
return of the Teamsters are un- 
changed: 


1. Getting rid of Hoffa as pres- 


ident of the Teamsters — the 
world's largest union with about 
1.7 million members. 


2. Assurances that the contro- 


versial Teamsters will live up 
to the constitution of the AFL 
•CIO. 


Hoffa, who said in Detroit 


earlier this week that "it is only 
a matter of time until the Team- 
sters are back in the AFL-CIO," 
apparently won't personally lead 
the new attempt at re-entry at 
the AFL-CIO convention in New 
York beginning Nov. 14 


It will come through resolu- 


tions presented by the Michigan 
State Building and Construction 
Trades Council at the AFL-CIO 
Building Trades meeting Nov. 6, 
prior to the main convention.

Negro performers. 


All network programs have 


been using Negro actors and ac- 
tresses in increasing numbers 
during the past couple of sea- 
sons, but usually in minor roles 
—policemen, judges, members 
of crowds. 


Many have noted the change 


and compared it with the situa- 
tion of a few seasons back when 
a series set on the Mississippi 
River in the Civil War period 
managed a whole season without 
showing a single Negro, even in 
crowd scenes. 


One of the funniest Dick Van 


Dyke shows was an episode in- 
volving a suspected baby-switch. 
A pair of attractive young Ne- 
groes were prominent in the 
proceedings. 


"The Defenders," which along 


with the old "Naked City" se- 
ries has always used Negro ac- 
tors, will star actor-playwright 
Ossie Davis, playing an assist- 
ant district attorney, in its Nov. 
9 episode. "East Side, West 
Side" on Nov. 4 is to tell a trag- 
ic love story about a young mar- 
ried couple, Negroes, who lose 
their baby. That series, inciden- 
tally, makes frequent, unosten- 
tatious use of Negroes.

Hour" stars Diahann Carroll as 
a nurse.

Prospects 
Dim for Rain 
and Relief 
CHICAGO (AP) - Prospects 


appeared dim today for imme- 
diate general relief from the 
severe drought and forest fires 
across wide areas in the east- 
ern two'thirds of the nation. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau in 


Washington said the five-day 
forecast indicated little or no 
rain. It also said in its 30-day 
forecast extending to Nov. 1.5 
that precipitation is expected to 
continue below normal in the 
eastern: quarter of the nation, 
except the Southeast. 


There was a ray of sunshine 


in the Weather Bureau's 30-day 
forecast. It said above average 
rainfall was expected in the 
Central section and in most 
areas west of the Continental 
Divide and seasonal rains in 
other parts of the country. 


Hundreds of fires are burning 


in forestlands and woodland 
areas in the Northeast, with 
New York State the hardest hit. 
Fires also have burned over 
thousands of acres of wood- 
lands in sections of the Midwest 
and South. The 
fires

blackened thousands of acres in 
more than a dozen states.

5. Husband forced to spend 


time away from home to sup- 
port family. 


6. Baby starts to walk, wife 


i.s swamped by the constant 
supervision she must give baby 
lo keep him from killing him- 
self or wrecking house. 


7. Husband resents fact that 


wife is overworked and exhaust- 
ed. 


8. 
Disenchantment sets in. 


Monotony of daily life becomes 
progressively worse. 


Tension seems greatest when 


the child or children are be- 
tween one and three years old. 
During this period, an under- 
standing husband will help with 
the chores or keep the children 
from 
murdering each 
other 


while Mama cooks dinner or 
catches up on mending. 


The critical husband usually 


sits glued to the TV set when 
not nagging his wife. She nat- 
urally feels he hates her and 
she him. The husband then 
starts dating other women and 
the put-upon wife, other men. 
By now the merry-go-round is 
whirling. When the extra-curri- 
cular romance has been lengthy, 
the husband is doubly anxious 
to dump the wife. 


Second marriages run into the 


problem of coping with his chil- 
dren, her children or bol-h sets. 
This can be fatal. However, the 
second wife has the advantage 
over Spouse Number One.
